Mohandas K. Gandhi told his fol- 
lowers today that he was on his 
death bed, and in a faltering voice 
begged for a reunion of the inde- 
pendent dominions of Pakistan and 
India. 


Weakening of the fifth day of his 


fast to bring peace to India, Gan- 
dhi barely was able to speak into 
a microphone for a few moments 
at his evening prayer meeting. 


He suggested that the new" Mos- 


lem state cf Pakistan might give 
up its dominion status and rejoin 
India lo form a single state. 


"K the people of Pakistan, or re- 


sponsible authorities, do nut 
run 


'.he stale properly, they may lo.ic 
Pakistan." Gandhi said. "I nave 


I no hesitation in 
saying 
Pakitan 


will have lo alone for its sins. 


"I do not want to bring pressure 


to bear upon Pakistan for a union 
with India. Willingly and of its own 
accord Pakistan should rejoin India. 


"Now that I am on my deathbed. 


I do .nol want lo hurl anyone. Bui 
if the people of Pakistan feel h.trt 
at what I say, even though it be 
'.he truth, 1 would fail in my duty 
if I did not say what I feel. 


"If I say anything untrue I may 


be told, and 1 am prepared to with- 
draw it. My fust is not political. 
It is prompted by faith. U is done 
to otiench a flame that is consum- 
ing my soul within." 


Gandhi said he was comfortable, 


'and that he must reject all Moslem 
(overtures to him to give up his 
I fast. 


His plea for a united India was 


in keeping with his feelings ex- 
pressed throughout his life of trying 
to bring harmony among the war- 
ring Hindus, Sikhs and Moslems of 
his land. 


He had announced earlier a sev- 


en-point 
plan 
for 
eliding 
Hindu- 


Moslem strife, and said ht would 
, give ap his fast as soon at, he was
